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this alternative views program was recorded before Ross Perot dropped out of the presidential race and then 
there's the grandmother of all scandals which is the October's prize let's call the October Surprise if it can be 
shown that the Reagan Bush campaign did in fact negotiate with Iranian interests to hold the American

or continent recently had Astoria and people trying

Clinton's office it was actively involved in supplying the Contras that's right we look into the momentous 
scandals of the Reagan Bush years and see how they fit into the 92 election right now on alternative views 
although this program was recorded before Ross Perot dropped out of the presidential race the information 
and analysis in the program are very important to consider well folks it's that time again it's the 1992 election 
coming up and this time it's really weird it's so far falling all the forecasts of the pundits George Bush had it 
all locked up remember the Gulf War he had ninety percent approval rating the highest in history well he was 
barely able to beat Pat Buchanan in some of the early primaries and now all of the polls show that Ross 
Perot is whopping him even though Perot hasn't 
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whopping him even though Perot hasn't even officially said that he's going to run in the election well we're 
going to explore the 1992 election today in a different perspective with Lanny Sinkin Lanny was involved with 
many in for many years with the Christic Institute in Washington DC and was researching the scandals of the 
Bush administration iran-contra scandal the October Surprise Bush and Noriega and a whole variety of other 
scandals so Lanny has been a Bush watcher for some time and we want to discuss with him what's really at 
stake for George Bush in the election why is Bush doing so poorly what is the Perot candidacy mean what is 
going on in this 1992 election so Lanny thanks for coming back with my pleasure well to begin why is Bush in 
trouble Bush is in trouble for a lot of different reasons first of all certainly the economy and the decline of the 
economy the acceleration in in unemployment the acceleration in corporation's leaving the country and | 
think more generally a perception that a correct perception that the reagan-bush era was a time when 
economic policies were designed to concentrate wealth into a tiny percent of the people at the top and 
impoverish vast numbers and wipe out the middle class and it became so odd is that they were doing this 
that a book could be written Bartlett and Steele wrote what went wrong America what went wrong 695 a 
paperback anybody in the country could go pick up a book and read how Reagan and Bush did it to the 
country the sense that all the economic policies did was provide play toys for the rich and that they didn't use 
the economic incentives to create jobs or research and development or improve the environment or anything 
except to do takeovers and get-rich-quick schemes 
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takeovers and get-rich-quick schemes that wiped out many long-standing well-respected corporations in this 
country and left behind the wreckage of an economy that will barely be able to recover from in the next ten 
years but that's one element of what has a lien ated people it's very profound one they're looking at the bush 
leadership and thinking this is not what they wanted | think a second element is that related to the economic 
policies were scandals the savings and loan is one of those bridge points where you see not only an 
economic policy of deregulation our no regulation but that policy then results in an incredible ripoff of 
hundreds of millions of dollars or billions of dollars from the taxpayer to go to people who played fast and 
loose with these banks and that that was encouraged the head of the Task Force on financial deregulation in 
the Reagan era was Vice President Bush he happened to be head of financial deregulation drugs and 
terrorism all of which we think he was very successful in anyway that a lot of people understand that the 
policies followed by Reagan and Bush did create this wreckage in the economy turned us from the greatest 
creditor nation into the greatest debtor nation did all of those things with environmental consequences as 
well the scandals that emerge are also beginning to look rather profound it's not just your garden-variety 
political corruption when you look at something like the savings and loans one trillion dollars probably it's 
going to cost the taxpayer it's sort of often expensive party a real expensive party in the one killer of a 
hangover but we got the hangover the party people the party people they're doing fine they salted it away 
then you look at the scandal that's now emerging thanks to in good part thanks to congressman Henry B 
Gonzalez of San Antonio of how the Bush

second one | think is gander which people still don't know much about | don't know I'm a janitor the gander 
crash in Newfoundland 256 US military people that we now know thanks to the investigative efforts of 
Jeanne Wheaton and was in fact an Oliver North least airway 
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was in fact an Oliver North least airway that it was illegally carrying weapons that was probably bombed out 
of the air by the Islamic Jihad because there was a super secret team on board that was that was trying to 
get the hostages out that the whole thing was a major disaster caused by the iran-contra operation that was 
immediately covered up by the FBI and by the forces of the United States government to the point that the 
Canadian Safety Board which reached a conclusion that it was ice on the wings that caused the plane to go 
down immediately dissolved after reaching that conclusion because almost half the members disagreed and 
said it was a bomb that that whole story is starting to come out and if that does actually surface in a major

investigator Larry Barcella has a mixed career but he knows who some of

CIA agent in jail for 52 years for dealing with Libya and all that but he's small change compared to something

scandalous activities and one of the things that's done and by the way is push attention over onto George 
Bush's family and their activities you know one son with the offshore lease for oil from Bahrain another son 
involved with the Contras and and the Silverado savings and loan on and on and on everywhere they're bald 
with Jacuzzi or got concerned the yuppies are the job gains doctors in Japan deal this this is raising other 
concerns all of which to me says George Bush has been weakened in not only the general constituency of 
the country where his support was never that strong but even in his core groups in the Republican Party 
there are people who are withdrawing from him and then Ross Perot shows up but isn't there some it that 
depends on how you're looking at it it's true we can say the bush is in trouble that he only has the so-called 
forty two percent to forty seven percent approval rating and that he usually only gets unless something 
something else happens maybe forty seven forty two percent compared to Pat Buchanan's you know so 
much a lot of other people aren't committed but this means them no matter how rotten Bush is he's got forty 
to forty seven percent of the people backing him so he only needs you know five percent more in the 
revenue one 
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five percent more in the revenue one percent | mean this is this is what's so interesting about the Perot 
candidacy it's really seriously eroding Bush's majority or his possibility of winning | think Bush figured that 
Clinton was pretty threat North pretty weak pretty fragile was damaged goods yes the words | was looking for 
he was self was involved in so many scandals that his scandals would outplay Bush's scandals and therefore 
Bush would just sort of sneak in against a weak Democratic candidate but now Ross Perot comes and who 
claims at least he's mr. clean | mean every day the New York Times has an investigative artistry onion 
business activities or his political past really gotten anything haven't really landed too many punches to the 
heavy punches Poirot is a threat to bush | see in three ways first for those who do participate in the political 
process and that is a small percentage of the potential electorate right but those who have participated and 
have supported Bush Perot offers a real alternative | mean here's a person now running that says a lot of the 
kind of things that they relate to and that they can with it with good conscience turn away from bush and go 


to someone they don't have to go to the Democratic Party that being rockery Republicans but Perot is like 
okay | mean Reagan's campaign manager just went to work for Perot so that's one way he hurts George well 
the Carter biggie and the Carter administration's work as many supporters from Clinton and the Democrats 
as he is from birdie is public that's right and that can add up to a victory it could that's one scenario the 
second way he hurts George he brings into the political process a lot of non-participants people who have 
basically dropped out he's the one bringing them in it's like what jesse jackson did four years ago 
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jackson did four years ago jesse jackson brought in a lot of people so they were loyal like crazy to him and it 
didn't matter what anybody said about Jesse he was their man well | think the people Perot brings in who 
were actually out there registering to vote because he's running or getting his petition signed or holding his 
rallies they're in because he's there and it won't matter what the New York Times says about the passion 
that's brought Pro even said that he was asked that question about you know what that's you know here 
comes the third way he hurts George he was asked on David trust what about all these stories surfacing 
about you being a tyrant and all this stuff and he said well you know those stories if you go back and read the 
press on me before | said on Larry King if everybody wants me I'll run you don't find any of that these stories 
are coming from the Republican dirty tricks team he called them and he used the phrase like three or four 
times well the actor a totally accurate description one of the things he said was they tried that on me down in 
Texas and when they were finished | was a head of George Bush in the polls okay so it didn't work very well 
right but what he what he the little flag he's waving there Ross Perot knows about George Bush he knows

called Alfred McCoy of heroin in Southeast Asia yes has published in 1972 and republished just recently with 
some new information that goes all the way through iran-contra you can go back to the Chinese Revolution 
the cumin town right where their chief of intelligence Ty Lee was the head of the green gang the largest 
opium smuggling gang in Asia and sitting in Burma at the time I've got this right you've got general Singh 
Rob now general but then a different rank whatever it was you had Singh Rob there as both a CIA agent and 
a military man working with Ty Lee you have all of these historical connections that go back between the 
drug trade organized crime covert operations and they all just seem to be epitomized by George Bush that 
this is the the culmination of the national security state operation finally seizing the presidency in the United 
States and that that understanding is beginning to seep out a little into the country it's not something still 
that's mainstream but the threat that Ross Perot represents if he knows if Ross Perot stands up and says 
George Bush is responsible for the flood of cocaine during the Contra war because he allowed those pilots to 
bring it into this country we could have said that at the Christic Institute 10,000 
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that at the Christic Institute 10,000 times and no one would have heard us well says one right and it goes 
through the political system let's go into this mi APO W and Perot for a while a pro it was obviously very 
famous for going over to Southeast Asia and supporting efforts to find American POWs and m.i.a s from the 
Vietnam War now what did he find out later about them well apparently what was going on Richard Armitage 
was a very highly placed official who was put in charge of the PIO wmia issue out of Thailand and he was 
connected to this whole organization that the Christic Institute went after of Shaklee inclines and Van Van 
Marva that whole group that were involved in the drug covert operation connection and we're using the tribes 
in that area that of Southeast Asia that were growing opium as warriors as assassins and we're using the

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education in just how dirty this administration is right your parole parole parole got the education great rights

Perot we hear that you were against the Gulf War so 
you weren't a patriot so he just blasted the Gulf War | mean he was outspoken critique I've ever heard in the 
mainstream media so if the Republicans really go after him to attack him and discredit him he's going to get 
his stander up and he's going to go after well he heard on national television George Bush manipulated

they'd feed them drugs they'd send the drugs in up to these mountain camps to thee to the vets who were 
were just blown away by what they've been through in Vietnam and basically just keep him there for a while 
and then slowly detox them and bring them back to the United States but they're there all kinds of groups 
over there some are prisoners of war who are in prisoner of war camps and there's lots of information there 
was a very good book think that you know Christopher working just kiss the boys goodbye Steve Monica 
Jensen and guy that wrote a man called intrepid Bill Stevenson it's an excellent book they collected a lot of 
documentation and information that there are indeed American soldiers still alive over there as prisoners of 
war in camps and this is what Ross Perot was hearing too from people he believed that people like book 
rights and others who had gone in there and come back out with sightings and information and all that really 
pissed parole really pissed him and this really sort of steeled him that he wanted to do something about | 
think this may have been part of what convinced him to run so even say that on Larry King to open up that 
possibility was that he got a look at how unpatriotic right this pump is corrupt 
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unpatriotic right this pump is corrupt and and you know anything goes and destroying the nation | mean he's 
he's genuinely upset about the deficit | mean he sees this as just a cancer that no one's willing to even begin 
to address so every year it gets worse and worse which was also to support this military buildup | mean the 
Reagan administration doubled the national deficit to do their military of course build up but I'm still not 
certain of how far Perot would go in one telling the people that these stories that we're talking about and then 
to doing something about it that is making someone like Ramsey Clark their attorney Attorney General and to 
go after these peanuts right | mean Bush is really running for his life just like he was in 1988 Bush's 
connections with Noriega his CIA background his iran-contra background in October surprise we're all under 
sort of margins in the 1988 election it was all over the alternative president barely got into the mainstream 
press if the Democrats would have played this card right if somehow the mainstream media would have 
brought it up Bush would be in jail right now well | think | think the sort of aura of invincibility that you talked 
about earlier about Bush you know coming out of the Gulf War no one wanted to run against him in the 
Democratic Party because he was so obviously going to win that's fading away he's looking ineffectual he's 
looking inept he announces he's gonna hold a nationally televised press conference or three networks say 
we're too busy to cover it this this just today yeah times had this actually you're touching on what my most 
immediate concern is which is that the national security apparatus knows everything we've just said and 
knows how an people and more and how the people are perceiving George Bush and what a threat Perot 
really represents and and to digress for a second | think Perot can come in basically one of three or four 
scenarios Perot can come in and win pérot can come in and take enough away from bush and enough away 
from clinton 
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from bush and enough away from clinton to make it a stalemate that forces it into the House of 
Representatives and then all bets are off you know Clinton may win that's also a real complex thing because 
the house president but the Senate elections vice president the house can't come to any agreement well 
then then then it follows the Speaker of the House and then to the Speaker of the Senate and then to the 
secretary Baker as president if Foley doesn't want it and and Byrd doesn't want it you can end up with 
Howard Baker being crabbing it's just all kinds of law scenario and that's the third one and the one that to me 
is most realistic at the moment Perot comes in and basically breaks the bonds between a lot of Bush 
supporters and Bush they have someone they can go to if they're Republicans are they they they come in 
because of parole or they just get disgusted with George Bush over the scandals and the family and all that 
stuff and at the same time Perot cannot articulate policies to deal with the major environmental and urban 
and suffering social problems we have and so people aren't comfortable with giving him their vote and 
Clinton wins almost by default Clinton wins is a massive turnover in the Congress and so while Clinton may 
be a good old boy Democrat and have sort of liberal moderate you know wherever the center is these days 
he's sort of a little to the left of it but it's so far on the right it hardly matters but you'll have a wild-card 
Congress with so many people in there for the first time coming in on a protest wave willing to jam things 


down the president's throat that you might end up with that kind of Clinton wildcard Congress and that the 
that all of this is what the national security apparatus knows it could be the scenario so their concern is how 
do we between now beginning of June and November make George Bush number one again and what 
scenario can we develop that my friends

off after five or six weeks well those are riots which were also Las Vegas riots and Atlanta right the riots in 
Detroit and you know all through the practice current could actually materialize well but they do a hot 
summer here's | they don't want to impose martial law in this country in a way that makes them look anti- 
democratic they really don't they don't want to suspend the Constitution 
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don't want to suspend the Constitution Oliver North had his plans and the Federal Emergency Management 
Agency | think some people over there are drew lers you know they would love to drop martial law in this 
country and run the whole place but | don't think that the wiser cooler heads in the national security 
apparatus believe they can drop martial law in this country and not have a bloodbath erupt a civil war scene 
there's also not just the national security operators running the country there's the corporate elite who own 
the television networks the newspapers the corporations and they don't necessarily want a police state no 
they just want to make money and do business and if these guys other room their way | mean the New York 
Times and CBS and CNN could knock off Bush and the whole national security apparatus in three days if 
they good deal if they were all the things that everyone knows that's right research these that's right so this is 
again the tightrope the bush was walking let me try another scenario on you which is Bush has a heart attack 
okay a real one or a fake one and he's retired and Dan Quayle comes to the floor it's Howdy Doody time 
Woodward and one of his colleagues wrote a book to resurrect Dan Quayle as a serious candidate fell flat 
and it fell flat pancake | mean Dan Quayle | mean | think Dan Quayle and Murphy Brown was the paradigm 
when it was all over somebody took a poll and more people said they would want Murphy Brown for 
president than they would want Dan Quayle for president well it's not surprising right so that can't work | 
mean | don't think so as Bush's life insurance a jobs only feature because the bid to pick the perfect idiot | 
don't think Bush is willing to play that role | mean they may have to give him a heart attack if that's the role 
they want | don't think he could be dying this can be done this has been done right but | don't think Bush is is 
ready to play that role he he still thinks he can pull it out pull it 
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still thinks he can pull it out pull it out the other economy is recovering you'll see all the ways hold it out 1988

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parole as you know possible president and spoiler and all that but we haven't talked about what kind of a 
president he would be | think he'd be pretty scary | | have my concerns about him I'm I've done all | can as 
sort of just a citizen activist to try and reach Perot with issues they had a rally up in Portland and | call down 
there to see what was happening and they said we're having a rally we're gonna have a video camera and 
you can tape a message to Ross Perot so | went down there with my UVB screening sunglasses and my 
cowboy hat and my long-sleeve shirt on an 80 degree day and | stood in front of the camera and said Ross | 
don't think you really understand what we're facing up here in Oregon with a 20% depletion of the ozone 
layer we wear these and we wear this and we wear long sleeve shirts on 80 degree days and that's what 
ultraviolet B is all about and that's what those are the police is all about and | don't think from what I've heard 
so far that you really have an understanding of the environmental issue because you're his what he said so 
far on the environment is if we expand the economy and get good-paying jobs and have money in people's 
pockets will then have the money to fix the environment that's a total no six the techno fix that's a total 
disconnect between the fact it's a very consumer society that you're talking about expanding and and in 
increasing right that's going to destroy the family so | told him I thought you have it upside down so | 
videotaped that and send it down to him | don't know if he ever saw it | sent messages through other people 
to try and get to meet with him and talk to him I'm reserving judgment as to what | what what I think of him | 
have heard things though that do distress me right it's civil liberties record doesn't seem to be it doesn't seem 
to be very good let's go to the left and the right there's left tendencies there's right tendencies and this was 
perfect getting the Carter guy Hamilton Jordan right and the Reagan guy had Rollins on the team you got 
both the right and the left i've even heard stories that perot has asked both jesse jackson and pat buchanan 
to be his vice 
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jackson and pat buchanan to be his vice president and gingka Patrick run out be careful of these things see 
this is the kind of disagreement Jean Kirkpatrick was a story completely fabricated by those two thugs who 
were newspaper columns roll and rolling an Evans and Novak not rolling Martin no no evident know that it 
was fabricated by them and spread out there as if it was real Perot was asked the question well | understand 
you were considering Jean Kirkpatrick he said oh and | that dues to me but I'll put her on the list well | am 
concerned about his overall attitude and | want to digress for a second in the eighth grade in San Antonio 
Texas | had an American history civics teacher named Vernon Adams the first day of class he went up to the 


board and he drew a line on the board he said when you talk about politics the United States people are 
usually going to talk about this line and over here is the left and over here's the right and here's the center | 
think a much better model for what this country was supposed to be about is this circle and at this side of the 
circle are the Democrats and at the other side of the circle is the Ariane's and you can get from democracy to 
authoritarianism by going to the left or by going to the right so judge your political leaders by how close they 
are to the top of the circle as opposed to whether they're always using ultra Democratic rhetoric he's 
sometimes well populist right-wing populist can write he said | want to let the people decide the issue I'm 
gonna have these TV polls I'm gonna go to the people and find out if they want higher taxes if they want this 
if they want that and I'm gonna represent the people and the other hand he has a law-and-order rhetoric | 
mean he he has his own traditional value system and no problem with that he can have any value system he 
wants as far as I'm concerned as long as he allows me to have my value system to when | hear him say 
something as he said in that Barbara Walters interview | don't think I'd allow a gay or a lesbian in my cabinet 
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allow a gay or a lesbian in my cabinet because the controversy over their sexual preference would distract 
from dealing with the issues l'm thinking when | leave it now for some people a person of afro-american 
descent would be controversial for some piece of people a person of Jewish descent or a woman or you 
know or whatever | mean if you're worried about controversy over he misspoke | mean that was just bad 
people doing bad and | can't hear Dan Quayle or George Bush sure know most of these people are people 
doing he's certainly refreshing compared to them it is that's the popular stuff contradictions libertarian and 
authoritarian on the other hand he wants to have a dragnet to search out any drug users and drug they talk 
about get guns and drugs off house-to-house search which | mean there get it if you have a candidate who 
understands that a major component of the narcotics problem in this country is United States government 
policy and covert operations who doesn''t say it this is what I'm watching for if he knows it and won't say it 
and goes and plays this game of it's the fault of the the people on the street corner who have an economy 
other than the drug economy that's been then that's really | can't that's bad faith exactly it's being dishonest 
well how the Clinton people know it some people in New York from Clinton's outfit they called me up and 
they said can you give us some dirt on George Bush and so | gave them a bunch of references and a bunch 
of information they know about it well the caucus people like yeah they had some arrogant twits in charge of 
the campaign who thought they knew best and that the American people couldn't handle the information so 
they didn't use it but the on the you gotta remember Clinton himself is vulnerable Mena Arkansas yeah was a 
major transshipment point for modification of planes for drug 
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modification of planes for drug smuggling and weapons smuggling and was a huge part of the iran-contra 
operation Berry's see Rob supply op comment recently historia and people trying to fight that in that County 
the district attorney of Polk County went to Clinton and said give me a budget so | can prosecute these 
people Clinton did not well there was a guy in Clinton's office it was actively involved in supplying the 
Contras that's right and he you know in one sense if if they ever went after Clinton for that right he has a 
great response he could make that may or may not convince the people and that is as governor of the state 
of Arkansas what | found was a major drug smuggling operation run by the United States government as part 
of the Contra operation well everybody seemed to know about it what was | supposed to do if | had gone 
public and exposed this operation | would have been attacked for damaging national security and and 
treason and whatever else and who would have believed me that it was George Bush's team that was 
smuggling narcotics into this country so he could handle it that way but he has that little cloud hanging 
around and there's BCCI money BCCI connections with clinton that is hanging around like another cloud i 
mean this is not one of my favorite elections well no it is mine this could be one of the more interesting 
elections and what will be interesting is to see how much of this comes out now we have to say it didn't come 
out 1988 did not we were carefully monitoring that election we had all kinds of shows and all these scandals 
and issues that were talking about and they never got in to the mainstream media the Democrats didn't bring 
them out the mainstream didn't bring them up and it could be the same thing again this time or the issues 


could come out this three-way contest makes it a totally unpredictable ballgame that's what I'm the Bush

one of the discouraging things for me is it should be a four-way election we should have a candidate we 
should have our billionaire or our party or our candidate whatever it is we need that's articulating the 
sustainable need for a sustainable economy on the planet the need to stop ozone depletion the need to all of 
those issues that we care about that these guys | mean Jerry Brown did try | get a given that he really tried | 
think he missed an opportunity when he finally broke through the media barricade and was on national 
television Anderson talked about the flat tax right who cared about the flat tax but he also talked about from 
the media well once New York happened in shutting my window yeah well we'll continue watching the 1980 
to 1992 election and see what comes out Lanny thank you so much for coming and giving us this delightful 
show we have time for some news stories from the alternative press there are three good books to read 
we've talked about to one America what went wrong it was made by a couple of people who work for the 
Philadelphia Inquirer and it's cannot very quickly as a book that it gives with graphs and statistics all the 
various information of what has gone wrong in the United States economy and political system and what has 
happened to the poor and middle class as compared with the rich during the reagan-bush eras well there 
was another one called who will tell the people of the trail of American democracy by William Greider you 
might have seen his book secrets of the temple about the Federal Reserve it was reviewed in Business 
Week generally favorite review except they did say a few snotty things about him but they 
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few snotty things about him but they indicated that what writer is saying that American democracy is is in 
much deeper trouble than even put Americans imagine right now he says the government is in the grip of the 
global consortium of powerful interests and elites while Washington eagerly accommodates the wishes of the 
influential leaders ordinary citizens find that to their needs are just not even bothered with and matter of fact 
it's worse environmental safety laws are gutted standard of living Falls and poor people are getting stuck with 
four bills like the savings alone bail out and meanwhile the elites just keep humming along although they may 
be worried right now another book which you should see is the overworked American by Juliette Shore she 
shows that American people are working considerably more than they did even as recently as 20 years ago 
and so leisure time is falling and the quality of the time of life is suffered sure looks at a variety of sources 
this is melt the National Review review of the book it said multinational monitor review but it says that there 
were that people worked more than an individual worth more than 162 hours then they did in 1987 this 
means an equivalent of an extra month of labor per year men are working 166 hours more and women are 
working 160 hours more but by putting it in perspective it's amazing she says that we could now produce our 
1948 standard of living which is pretty darn good | remember that measured in terms of marketed goods and 
services we could produce that standard living in less than half the 
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standard living in less than half the time that it took in 1948 we actually could have chosen the 4-hour day or 
we can work six months a year or workers in the United States could now be taking every other year off with 
pay this is because of technological advances which allowed more production but where people took this 
extra money was for consumerism not for less work what's happening in Europe well workers in Europe are 
working in Germany at least they're working eight less weeks of work a year than their US counterparts and 
the Swedes are working eleven less weeks why do the corporation's do this well naturally money they don't 
have if there have people of doing forced overtime they're paying them time and a half but that means they 
don't have to hire new workers at full time and it also means they don't have to pay new workers the benefits 
fringe benefits that take a lot of money out of the employers parts Jeunet sure credits the labor movement 


with being responsive responsible for the big decline in working hours from the Civil War to World War two 
but after World War two mainly after 48 they drop this from their agenda and we've been working harder and 
enjoying it less ever since in fact that's it's stunning the figures about the decline of the workweek and the 
amount of vacations that they get in Europe in comparison with the US and basically this change is taking 
place in the last 15 years and it's one of the results of the Reagan presidency that they totally destroyed the 
union 
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they totally destroyed the union movement because as you indicated it was the union movements in Europe 
that were able to reduce the hours of the workweek | might note that every idea that was in that book on the 
overworked American was previously written in Andrzej courses two books farewell to the working class and 
passed the paradise for several years | taught those books and every single one of those ideas had been 
circulating in Europe for the last years and basically good said that the capitalist system is going to collapse 
unless it shortens the workweek simply because technological unemployment is going to reduce the number 
of jobs to such a degree that unless they really reduced the work weight we can share labor there's just 
simply not going to be enough jobs for people and courts maintained this whole detailed blueprint about how 
this would be possible and that seems like the same ideas that were brought out the things are going the 
other direction families have to have two incomes in order to survive not just to live well but to survive and 
single parents have to have two jobs in order to survive so this is getting worse and worse and there's going 
to come a time when the family is just can't even with two incomes make it at all but it's like that old thing 
about the Americans just blowing along well my goodness we're both country the whole world on a merkin by 
golly and that reminds me of the thing about the frog you put a frog in hot water and it'll hop out but if you put 
a frog in cold water and gradually increase the heat he'll stay in there and it'll burn up it's like the Americans 
wonder how long they're going to take this line down and that's the alternative use for this time frequently
